REPORT OF THE REFORESTATION COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: 


We, your Committee on Reforestation, beg to report as 
follows: The Committee made their Fall inspection of County 
Forest Plantations on Saturday, October 22nd, 1932. ‘They 
assembled at the Forestry Station and accompanied by F. $ 
ae man, inspected the Morrison property, Lot 14, coneeeee 

3, North Walsingham. ‘The red pine which was set out on 
Brea epee five acres of this lot last spring have grown 
exceptionally well, losses being practically nil. The whole 
plantation ts developing splendidly with the exception of 
Spruce growth on a small acreage of low marshy area situated 
at the southern end of the lot. Spruce trees are generally 
slow in re-establishing a root system after planting. ‘This is 
especially true for low, wet areas, and it is yet impossible to 
ofter a conclusive statement whether or not that section of 
reforesting has been successful. 


Wonderful growth has been put on during this year io 
all trees on the Wy ecombe plantation. Measurements taken 
revealed height growth of three to four feet of Scotch, Jack, 
and White Pine. All suitable planting areas are now under 
tree growth. 


/ 
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Lot 8, Concession 9, known as the Turner Plantation was 
next visited. On account of poor growth of Walnut and 
White Ash, it was decided last Spring to plow furrows be- 
tween the rows of walnut and ash and plant in with White 
Spruce. This latter species has done well with very few 
losses. About 2,000 Red Pine were also planted to fill in fail 
spots. Most of these have survived. ‘The Carolina Poplar 
section is making rapid growth. Last Fall about 1,000 Poplar 
trees showed a severe evidence of canker. These were re- 
moved by members of the Forestry Station. A number of 
trees revealing minor infection were left for further observa- 
tion. Iam pleased to report that the points of infection on 
these trees appear to be healing over, and that the attack 
seems to have run its course. 


The balance of trees on the 100 acres are making a splen- 
did growth and on the whole this is estimated to become a 
very valuable forest. No planting on this spot will be neces- 
sary during Spring 1933. 


The Shellbridge Plantation was not visited, but Mr. New- 
man advises that he will make a detailed inspection and 
arrange to have some planting carried out this Fall. 2,465 
posts have been disposed of from this plantation. 


During the afternoon session, the Bonny Heath farm was 
looked over. A number of gaps in this plantation were planted 
in last Spring using Red Pine. A number of these re-fills 
have died, and it is herewith recommended that larger “spots” 
be made, especially where grass growth is heavy. “By remov- 
ing a two-foot square of turf and planting the tree in the 
centre of such “spots” competitive factors are reduced to 
a minimum, 


Approximately 20 acres of heavy grass land was plowed 
under and has had a crop of buckwheat this year. It is recom- 
mended that this area be cropped again next year, then 
worked down well, and planted with Red Pine in the Spring 
of 1934. Special four-year-old Red Pine will be available for 
this planting. 


The Committee returned to Simcoe and disbanded. F. S. 
Newman advised that he would inspect the Payne plantations, 
which he has since done and reports that very excellent results 
have been achieved. 





Ninety-nine per cent. of all Red Pine planted are alive and 
growing splendidly. A number of Spruce planted in depres- 
sions have died and it is recommended that these areas be 
replanted next Spring. 


Although the remaining plantations vis: The Codling 
Property, North Lot 18, Concession 5, in South Walsingham, 
and the Red Pine on Lot 6, Concession 10, in Charlotteville 
were not visited, these properties have been under observation 
during the Summer, and are both making a satisfactory 
growth. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That greater efforts be put forth to maintain fre 
roads. Most of the fire roads on the various plantations are 
in anything but good condition. ) 


2. Where replacements due to losses are required, more 
care in planting should be considered. 


3. Practically all of the County plots have been re- 
forested. The effort of the various Reforestation Com- 
mittees, the County Council, and others have been enterpris- 
ing enough to foster this work have been, for the most part. 
crowned with success. 


4. The experimental stage in reforestation is a thing of 
the past. It is now known that Red and White Pine planted 
on open sand land produces superior growth. There are many 
thousands of acres of just such land available in this County 
at a very low cost, and it is therefore strongly recommended 
that the Committee be given authority to procure such areas 
for extension planting. 


5. The Reforestation Committee should be appointed for 
a term of at least two years. As conditions obtain, members 
of this committee only begin to get acquainted with their 
duties when their term of office expires. 


6. It is strongly recommended that a record be kept of 
each plantation from the date of its inception. This record 
to include such matters as cost of land, cost of establishment, 
area, site, and soil conditions, number and species of trees 
planted, name of foreman in charge of planting operations, 
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names of current members of the County Reforestation Com- 


mittee, and a yearly entry of anything and everything con- 


cerned with the progress of each plantation. 


As time goes on, there will be innumerable details in con- 
nection with every plantation which should be noted, and 
although of ieetiie eh: single insignificance at the time, may 


exert a collective influence in suggesting alternative methods 


of future procedure.

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County Road Report 


To .the Warden and Members of the County Council of thie

Gentlemen :— 
- 


I beg leave to present to Your Honorable Body my six- 
teenth annual report on the Norfolk County Road System. 
I first wish to discuss with you certain historical features of 
the Road System in the County of Norfolk and on the var- 
ious transportation systems as it affects our Country trans- 
portation which has always played an important part in our 
civilization. At the present time, we have four systems of 
travel, water-ways, rail-ways, road-ways and air-ways. It 
is difficult to say which is the most important of these syst- 
ems, because we think that one is supplanting the other. 
The water-ways are the oldest method of transportation in 
this Country and with the construction of the great railways 
system years ago, it was thought that the water-ways would 
fall into disuse, yet, during this present year the greatest 
canal in our Country has been opened and‘possibly one of 
the greatest engineering features in the world, and this year 
has brought forth the possibility of the deepening of the St. 
Lawrence waterway and the old waterways, making another 
bid for supremacy in transportation again. One hundred 
years ago last month saw the first horse-drawn street car in 
the City of New York, the first in the world, and a great 
battle was waged between the Company owning the busses 
and the stage coaches, which was the method of transporta- 
tion at that time, the bus company claiming that 1t would be 
impossible to travel on the street in a street car carrying 
forty-four people, while it was only possible to carry twelve 
or fourteen people in the bus. The bus company predicted 
that the street car system would be an utter failure and that 
the busses would be the superior method of travel. But for 
one hundred years the street car systems held sway, yet. 
today we see cities discarding the street car system and 
superseding them with motor busses.

In the early development of our Country, we find the old 
trails along which the settlers drove their ox-carts being 


developed into roadways, built either of gravel, stone or, 


plank, under either the district councils with statute labor, 
plus subsidies from the Government or the toll road comp- 
anies. With the development of the railway systems, the 
road systems for a number of years were neglected, yet we 
find with the increased use of the automobiles the increased 
necessity of the road systems, and even in this County’ cert- 
ain sections of railways are being abandoned, and thus with 
the march of time, we are beset with new conditions and 
new problems in our transportation methods. 


So tar as I know, the first mention of roads in the Coun- 
ty of Norfolk dates back to 1794, when Governor. Simcoe 
wrote the Duke of Portland where he states that his genera’ 
ideas in administering the Government of Upper Canada are 
to form the condensation of a numerous agricultural people 
between the three lakes, Huron, Erie and Ontario. To facn- 
itate this, he wished to eccupy an internal Capital in the spor 
designated London, by military roads communicating with 
the important military point of York on Lake Ontario, 
Turkey Point near, Long Point on Lake Erie, and by -the 
River with Chatham on the River Thames. In 1799, the Sur- 
veyor General reporting to the Governor, wrote as follows: 
In Woodhouse and Charlotteville Townships, which he with 
the long prombdntory, there is a greatly spaced country, 
thickly timbered, and without underwood which greatly fac- 
ilitates cultivation. This is well calculated for roads, and is 
sufficiently open for the carriages used in Europe, looking 
more like a royal forest than the uncultivated lands of nat- 
ure. In 1814, all the roads west of Niagara were reported 
to be in excessively bad condition. By the year 1621, the, 
Highways were reported to be considerably improved, and 
mention is made of the Brantford and Port Dover road, and 
also a road leading from Port Dover to Fort Erie. In 1830 
and 1831 numerous angling roads were petitioned for and 
opened up in the County of Norfolk. In 1833, the road from 
Hamilton to Port Dover was surveyed. This road was com- 
pleted in 1842, and a traveller reports on this as follows: “In 
the southern part of this Province a notable change has been 
inade by the construction of the Hamilton-Port Dover Plank 
Road. No better example could be shown ot the advantage 
of making good common roads through the Province than 
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is to be found in the country bordering the Plank Road on 
the Hamilton to Port Dover Road. When I first travelled 
it, some five or six years ago, shortly after the new road was 
nade, the country between Caledonia and Port Dover was a 
veritable wilderness, scarcely a clearing was to be seen, and 
a stranger would ask with surprise where the traffic was to 
come from to support the road. In five short years nearly 
every lot along the road has been settled and. cleared and 
fine farms supply the place of dreary forests’. About fif- 
teen years later this road was sold by the Governinent to an 
incorporated company. From then on, for a period of years 
the railroads dominated the transportation facilities, and in 
1917 the County Council of the County of Norfolk adopted a 
system of County Roads, and in 1920, the Ontario Govern- 
ment advanced the Provincial Highway System, and a few 
years later statute labor became an almost unknown thing 
in the Province by the adoption by the Townships of the 
Township Road System, and today all the various Govern- 
ments, Provincial, County and Township, find themselves 
confronted with difficult problems to keep pace with the 
ever-increasing traffic on the Highways. 


It was anticipated that during the present vear, owing 
to the depression, there would be less traffic, but this 1s not 
the case. According to the traffic census taken during this 
summer there is a considerable increase on some of the more 
important roads of the County System. The following is a 
synopsis of the census in this County shown in comparison 
with last year’s traffic. ,

The daily average on the Port Dover Road shows an 
average increase of 101 vehicles per day. There was an av- 
erage decrease in foreign cars of 43 per day. This, no doubt, 
was due to the ferry service being discontinued at Port Dov- 
er. The Vittoria Road shows an average increase of 83 
vehicles per day, with a decrease of 4 foreign cars, and an 
avetage .increase’ of 719° tracks*\ per day. Whe daily struc 
traffic on the Port Dover Road was 142 and 76 on the 
Vittoria Road. Increases are also noticed on Roads 8 and 9. 
Principal decreases are noted at Courtland and Renton, 
which is no doubt due to the loss by fire of the Milk Factory 
at Courtland, and the closing of the City Dairy Station at 
Renton. It is also noted that the traffic east and west of 
Boston on Road 17 is 79 greater per day than the Road north 
and south of Boston. These figures are interesting, as we 
may form some opinion as to the requirements of the various 
roads. A further analysis might be made from them. Take for 
instance the Port Dover Road with a daily average this sum- 
mer of 1894 vehicles, then taking the census of October 1931, 
with a daily average of 1146. I think it is fair to assume that 
the summer daily average would exist for 120 days, or a total 
tor this period 227,280. Then taking 75% of the daily aver- 
age in October as a guide for the balance of the year, we 
would have 245 days, a total of 210,455, or a grand total for 
the year 437,735 vehicles, allowing an average weight of 
3000 pounds per vehicle and the total tonnage for the year 
would be 656,602.5 tons. Or again allowing 60% of this 
amount for the period since the road was “cnostructed, a 
total tonnage of 7,222,627.5 tons have passed over this road, 
or a tonnage which would require 2883 trains, each hauling 
30 freight cars, and each car containing 50 tons each. 
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In my report last year, I have a tabulation of all bridges 
and culverts on the County Road System, and this year some 
new culverts had to be constructed, as follows: 


On Road No. 6, a 42 inch Corrugated pipe, 30’ long Con- 
cession 1, S.T.R. Middleton, which replaces a 24” Vitrified 
Tile 22’ long, which was badly broken. 


On Road 7, a new reinforced concrete structure was 
constructed with 5 foot waterways, with a 24 foot roadway. 
This replaces an old concrete culvert report as being oppos- 
ite Lot 20, in the Township of Charlotteville. 


On Road 9, a 36” Corrugated Pipe, 24 Roadway, to re- 
place 2—24” concrete pipe-—opposite Lot 18, N. Lake Shore 
Road. 

On Road 21, 1—18” Corrugated pipe—30 ft. long, to re- 
place an old flag stone culvert in the 7th Concession of 
Townsend. 

This is all the construction work that was done during 
the present year. 


The Maintenance work was considered chiefly in the re- 
surfacing and patching of the tar roads, dragging the gravel 
roads, and the cutting and eradication of weeds, also the 
maintenance of Guard-rails and erection of road ‘signs for the 
protection of the travelling public. 


In my last report, I made reference to the weed situa- 
tion, and in my report of the previous year, | stated that with 
the use of chemical it would be possible in the course of a 
year or two to show a reduction, and I am pleased to report 
to you that there has been a reduction this year of $1119.76, 
the total for 1931 being $5460.93, and 1932, $4341.17, and it 
would appear to me that a further reduction will be made in 
the coming year. One hundred and eighty miles of the 
road system was treated with atlacide. This work was car- 
ried on under different conditions. Some of the roads had 
been treated last year, and owing to the,heavy growth of 
vegetation, this year some of the roadsides had been mown 
or cut with scythes. This cutting rather retards the actiou 
of the chemicals, however. - The average cost, including the 
labor, gasoline, oil and chemical amounted to $16.69 per mile. 
The highest cost this year on any road for spraying was 
$29.23 per mile and the lowest cost for spraying was $1.80 





per mile. The highest quantity of material used per mule 
was on Road 13, in the Township of Windham, which re- 
quired 276 pounds. 


The total cost of dragging operations this year amount- 
ed to $8445.96, of which $1264.61 was spent in January, Feb- 
ruary and March. This is the first season since the incep- 
tion of the County Road System that it was necessary’ or 
even possible to drag roads every month of the year. 139.58 
miles comprises the gravel road system, together with 12 
miles of dirt road which were dragged in conjunction with 
the gravel roads. The average cost per mile for the year 1s 
$55.61 or $1.16 per mile per week for the 48 weeks ending 
November 30th : 


Power Maintainer No. 1 travelled 3763 miles at a cost of 
$1256.78. .Power’ Maintainer No. 2 travelled 3224 miles’ at 
a cost of $1086.00. Power Maintainer No. 3 travelled 3421 
miles at a cost of $1355.93. Walters Truck with Blade trav— 
elled 5952 miles at a cost of $1932.01. 


Power Maintainer No. 2 was equipped during the season 


with an attachment behind the maintainer Beaters cona 


sisted of a dismantled No. 4 horse grader fitted with a ten- 
foot blade. This was due to the ingenuity of the operator, 
Albert Griffin, and is proving a complete success in the West 
part of the County, and may save about 25% of dragging 
Mr. Griffin will probably improve on this device during the 
winter, and it may be possible to provide all the Power 
maintainers with a similar device. 


Resurfacing work was confined to surface treatment of 
Tar Mulch ro ads, 22 miles were treated which was approx- 


imately onehalf of this type of road on the system. In 
treating these roads this year, a retread tar was used and 
heavier coat of 3¢ gravel was applied, this apparently sets 


up quicker and gives a non skid sur face, 34610 gallons of tar 
were used and a total of 1440 tons 3% gravel was applied. 
The cost of this work averaged $312.00 per mile or 34%4c per 
sq. yard. Considerable patching was done and this was 
mostly on the shoulders of the roads.

Deducting from the amount of $6917.03 paid to the 
Town of Simcoe, also $1000.00 for insurance which was not 
included in the net expenditures for County Road work, 
the total is $82,971.29, half of this amounts to $41,485.64, 
while the estimates allowed for $41,506.74. During the 
present month $6269.50 will have to be paid to the Urban 
Municipalities under Section 28, of the Highway Improve- 
ment Act, and it would appear from the books that after 
the Government Grant is calculated, there should) be a 
credit balance on the County Road System, of approximately 


$5000.00. 


I desire to express my thanks for the courtesy shown 
me by Your Honorable Body, for the very close co-opera- 
tion that I have received from the Road Committee, and 
also the workmen on the system for their efforts in the 
various works accomplished. It has been a difficult year, 
and I feel sure that had it not been, for the co-operation ot 
all bodies interested in the County Road System, it would 
have been impossible to have kept within the estimates, and 


-[ assure you that I am delighted that we have balanced our 


budget.

BY-LAW NO. 646 


A By-Law to amend By-Law No. 645 of Norfolk County 
Council. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to amend By-Law No. 645 
with reference to amounts to be levied for debentures and 
interest charged to County Roads and amounts to be paid 
Urban Municipalities under the Highway Improvement Act 
and also amount to be levied for Construction and Mainten- 
ance on County Roads.
